Liberal Facade 


If we are not careful, and do 
not attend to the issues at hand, 
we may very well end up with a 
sort of liberal facade of social serv- 
ices and a government which is 
highly isolationist and protection- 
ist in trade.

fairs.”” 


Warner said that the Foreign 
Policy Assn. has “‘never been in- 
vestigated or indicted by, or to 
our knowledge, even accused by, 
any committee of the Congress. 
It long has had, and still has, tax- 
exempt status as a non-profit or- 
ganization existing solely to help 
American citizens educate them- 
selves on world affairs.”

WASHINGTON (#—A Soviet trawler this week watched the new 
U.S. Navy Polaris submarine George Washington conducting tests 
only 60 miles off Long Island, the Navy disclosed Friday. 


It made public a photograph of 
the Soviet ship, taken on Tues- 
day, as the trawler cruised within 
a mile of where the submarine 
was testing out its missile-launch- 
ing equipment. 


The trawler was identified by 
the Navy as the Vega. The pic- 
ture indicated the Soviet ship is 
about 225 feet long and that it 
carries radar. Presumably the 
Vega, like most big trawlers, is 
also equipped with sonar, the un- 
derwater sound detection § ap- 
paratus useful for spotting fish— 
or submarines.

Atlanta May Rely 
On Sibley Report

The Atlanta School Board is expected to use the 
Sibley Committee report in a move to delay implementa- 
tion of its desegregation plan for at least another year. 


Lawyers for the school board 
presumably would make their 
move. before the May 9% hearing 
set by Federal Judge Frank 
Hooper to consider the school 
case. 


School attorneys likely will 
contend that ‘the recommend- 
ations hold out hope for a way 
to prevent school closings. They 
will ask the 1961 Legislature be 
given a chance to act on the 
plan. 


Attorneys for the Negro plain- 
tiffs, on the other hand, are 
likely to argue that the law of 
the land is the law of the land 
and not dependent on any state 
legislature. 


Thus the next step in the school 
crisis is clearly in the hands of 
Hooper. 


No one was predicting Friday 
what he would do. 


But some lawyers noted that 
the reason Hooper gave for a 
previous delay was to give the 
Legislature a chance to modify 
present laws which decree a 
school shall be closed if it is 
ordered integrated. 


It is almost a certainty that 
Negro plaintiffs will appeal a 
further delay. But it was not 
known whether the appeal could 
be adjudicated before fall. 


It was considered vaguely pos- 
sible that Hooper could preci- 
pitate a special session of the 
Legislature this summer by order- 
ing integration to proceed. 


Meanwhile Friday, the League 

of Women Voters of Georgia 
issued a four-page statement 
praising the Sibley Committee. 


The report, the league said, 
provided “an official, public fo- 
rum for discussing the issue .. . 
(exploded) some of the myths 
which have been thrust upon the 
people for the past few years 
and ... (placed) the responsibili- 
ty for initial action upon the Gen- 
eral Assembly.” 


The statement declared that “‘it 
is the first time an official organ 
of the state government has clari- 
fied the many widespread mis- 
statements about the intent of 
the 1954 Supreme Court ruling.

But the mat- 
ter of hiring additional policemen 
of either race is a matter of 
money.”

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Grand J ury Offers 
Helpful Sug gestions 


The Fulton County Grand Jury, com- 
posed of a cross section of business and 
professional men keenly and patriotically 
interested in the welfare of the city and 
county and the future of both, has made 
its term-end presentments. 


They are intelligently and coura- 
geously conceived. We commend them to 
the people of the county. 

The past, said one of the great phi- 
losophers, is prologue. And yet another 
has said that if we do not learn from, the 
errors of the past we are doomed to re- 
peat them. The March-April panel is ask- 
ing us not to repeat errors of the past. 

The jury recommended: 

That the mayor appoint a biracial 
committee to keep open the lines of com- 
munication between them. The jury heard 
from Negro leaders and found the expe- 
rience helpful. Mayor Hartsfield has re- 
fused city-wide panels to work at spe- 
cial problems because he says there does 
not now exist in state law any possibil- 
ity of solutions. This is true. But a com- 
mittee for communications would be 
beneficial. 

The city is asked to appoint more 
Negro policemen and to find other city, 
employment for qualified Negroes on a 
basis of population percentage. It makes 
little sense for the South to educate Ne- 
gro men and women and then not use 
their abilities. As of now we pay the cost 
of education but they must then move 
out of the region to find work. The econ- 
omy and the level of citizenship, as the 
jury found, would be raised by using their 
qualifications at home. 


The jury also urged that Negro in- 
terns be given training at Grady Hospi- 
tal. This, too, is a matter of common 
sense. ere is a shortage of interns and 
of well-frained Negro doctors. 

These grand jury actions are not 
revolutionary to the thoughtful. Not to 
have done more of this in the past was 
an error. We need not repeat it. 

We should note these recommenda- 
tions are not by extremists or theorists. 
They are decisions reached by top repre- 
sentatives of our business and profes- 
sional life after due deliberation. The 
jury is due the thanks of the community. 

In other actions the jury found there 
was no basis for criticism of the Welfare 
department but asks for an independent 
research and planning council. This, too, 
is an excellent idea and backs the recent 
recommendation that such an agency be 
set up within Metropolitan Community 
Services.

“President also reminded Congress that 
even though it is his final year in office 
he is not powerless. 

At a breakfast with 16 of his GOP 
congressional leaders, Mr. Eisenhower 
coined a slogan, “one-third and one.” This 
is the number needed to uphold his vetoes. 
It is doubtful that Congress can muster 
the two-thirds majority needed to over- 
ride him. 

Democrats, however, intend to keep 
trying if for no other purpose than to 
create campaign issues for the coming 
election. Thursday they passed a billion- 
dollar housing measure which is expected 
to be first on the list of executive “noes.” 
Others are upcoming which will receive 
the same treatment. 

The President proved last year that his 
budget recommendations could be held in 
line when he vetoed one spending bill 
after another which exceeded his re- 
quests. In fact, he demonstrated greater 
exercise of authority than in any previous 
year of his terms in office. 

The Democrats doubtless know they 
are engaging in an exercise of futility 
but with eyes on the ballot boxes they 
will proceed. Thus does our democracy 
work with its system of checks and bal- 
ances still intact.

South Korea Is Echo 


Of Disaster in China 


Out of the downfall of Syngman Rhee 
in South Korea comes an echo of Chiang 
Kai-shek and his disaster. The new South 
Korean leader, Huh Chung, pledges an 
attempt will be made to end corruption 
waste. 


That there has been graft and waste 
Rhee’s Korea has been known all 


across the cruel span - years since the 
end of the second t war and his re- 
turn to lead a free . That this con- 


dition should worsen during and after the 


Korean War when so much money and 
goods were moved into the country in 
the desperate struggle to beat back Com- 
munist aggression was inevitable. War 
itself is a waster of men and materials. 


But what happened in Korea hap- 
pened before in China. There are those 
who cry that China and Chiang were sold 
out. They were not. Rhee, like Chiang, 
became prisoner of a situation, a tradition, 
and of powerful men who exploited his 
own loyalties and patriotism’ to enrich 
themselves. Chiang is not and was not a 
bad or wicked man. Arrogant he may be. 
But so are many men in power. But he 
was a man with a great vision for China. 
The same can be said of Rhee and South 
Korea. 


But Chiang did not lose because he 
was sold out by the West. He lost be- 
cause he was enmeshed, as Gen. Wede- 
meyer’s report revealed, in graft, cor- 
ruption and in isolation from the people. 
Little of the help sent Chiang reached the 
Chinese. It enriched leeches around Chi- 
ang. So it was with Rhee. 


In South Korea we have been lucky. 
We disassociated ourselves from his meth- 
ods. We may have saved the country. 


We now see we might have saved 
China had we used our influence when 
there was yet time to remove Chiang in 
the same manner as Rhee was brought 
to resignation. There was no hope of 
saving China as'long as the corruption- 
ists ran it. Chiang was not a corruption- 
ist nor is Rhee. But they were so isolated 
from the people that they became sym- 
bols of it. 


South Korea enables us better to un- 
derstand why China was lost and how we 
might have saved it.

Sound Advice Advanced 
In War Against Blight 


Georgia and South Carolina city man- 
agers attending the ninth Municipal Man- 
agement Institute at the University of 
Georgia received some good advice on 
combatting slums. 

It came from Harry L. Lindsey, re- 
habilitation specialist of the Federal Ur- 
ban Renewal Administration and had to 
do with housing codes and educational 
programs pertaining to the latter. 


He acknowledged that codes must be 
reasonable and that local requirements 
should be taken into account. But, he 
warned, being overly reasonable can have 
the effect of merely legalizing existing 
slums. 

Another thing he advocated was a 
widespread educational program so that 
citizens will recognize the value of the 
code and thus throw their support be- 
hind enforcement efforts. 

Municipalities that have progressed 
from skirmishes against blight to the or- 
ganized combat stage recognize the va- 
lidity of Lindsey’s statements. Others that 
are planning or just beginning their re- 
newal efforts can avoid many headaches 
by paying heed to the rehabilitation spe- 
cialist’s suggestions and by profiting from 
the experience of cities that encountered 
rough sledding before getting their pro- 
grams to jell satisfactorily.

PTA Joins Movement 
To Keep Schools Open 


The Georgia Congress of Parents and 
Teachers went on record Thursday favor- 
ing uninterrupted public education. In so 
doing they joined the growing number of 
organizations and individuals who are 
willing to make every effort to prevent 
closing of schools. 


The PTA thus shows its interest in 
the school problem and its action will al- 
lay critics who have accused the organi- 
zation of refusal to face facts. As the or- 
ganization closest to the schools, it has 
recognized its obligation and has moved to 
meet it. 

Once again the politicians have been 
warned of the political consequences of 
taking the route of closing the schools. 
What today may seem expedient tomor- 
row could result in a complete upheaval. 
While the majority prefers both open 
and totally segregated schools, in a show- 
down—as pointed out in the Sibley com- 
mittee’s report—this is not possible under 
present state laws. 

Eventually perhaps the GEA will take 
an equally forthright stand. To date, how- 
ever, its officials remain astride the fence 
along with State School Supt. Claude Pur- 
cell, who told the PTA it was an inoppor- 
tune time for it to take a stand. When is 
the opportune time? After the schools are 
closed and education in chaos? 

This negative attitude on the part of 
some school people is not shared by all of 
them. This was evident again in the PTA 
debate when DeKalb Supt. Jim Cherry 
stuck to the positive position he held at 
the GEA convention when his resolution 
advocating local option was carried. 

At any rate, the PTA will fight for 
open schools—one more powerful voice 
on the side of reason. 
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University of Georgia Students State Views 
On Significance of Vice Expose in Athens 


Athens—We need help. We are 
living in a city where moral decay 
has progressed to the extent that 
the citizens are making all kinds 
of excuses to justify gambling, 
prostitution, and the sale of liquor 
to minors. The people are saying 
that Jack Nelson is making much 
ado about nothing. One man said 
that youngsters are always 
tempted and that under the exist- 
ing circumstances should learn 
self-discipline. This is a prime 
example of their self-justifying 
logic. 

I have yet to hear any person 
native to Athens say anything 
about how surprising the findings 
are. They aren't surprised. They 
were aware of the situation and 
had not made any effort to cor- 
rect it with the exception of the 
clergy on one occasion and no 
action by the law was taken. 

I make this plea to the people 
of the state and especially to 
those having sons and daughters 
in the university. Unless outside 
pressure is brought to bear the 
self-righteous people of Athens 
will hide their slot machines and 
prostitutes for a while and as 
soon as the “heat is off’’ they will 
return.

The South has already dem- 
onstrated that it does have many 
men of conscience who recognize 
that something must be done.

John- 
son may be ‘hurt’ in some parts 
of the South but he also emerges 
as a truly national candidate.”’ 

Some Democrats feel that he 
has been too responsive to the 
White House, too willing to com- 
promise in order to get leigsla- 
tion which wouldn’t be vetoed. 
But I suspect that he speaks for 
the center of the Democratic 
Party. This is his strength as a 
presidential contender.

Whoever heard of par- 
ents whose interest in their child 
was limited to the child’s birth- 
day? 

Easter is more than a date or 
an event. It is primarily the re- 
membrance of an experience in

processing installation.”

VATICAN CITY — Pope John 
XXIII told a gathering of young 
women here that woman’s dignity 
is equal to man’s, but her role is 
complementary. 


The Pope said in an address to 
the Congress of the World Feder- 
ation of Young Catholic Women, 
“God and nature have given her 
different tasks which perfect and 
complete man’s mission.”

Debate on the church’s segregated governmental 
structure continued Friday at the Methodist General 
Conference in Denver, stealing the spotlight from at 
least three other denominational meetings involving 
Georgia ministers and laymen. 


By Friday afternoon two facts had emerged from the quadren- 
niel session of America’s largest Protestant denomination: The 
regional jurisdictions of the church will be preserved, and the. 
Central Jurisdiction will remain a non-geographical jurisdiction 
composed of Negro Methodists. 


More significant, howevér, was the adoption of a compromise 
report, drawn up in a four-day study, projecting the eventual dis- 
solution of the Central Jurisdiction by gradual, and voluntary, 
steps. 


Explained delegate Dr. Dow Kirkpatrick, St. Mark Methodist 
Church, in a telephone interview Friday: ‘“‘There is no need for a 
basic change in the Central Jurisdiction because the 1956 General 
Conference set up a constitutional amendment whereby Negro 
conferences can be transferred into white regional conferences 
by mutual agreement.” 


The Central Jurisdiction ‘termed “unchristian and anti- 
Christian” in a statement issued this week by Atlanta’s Interde- 
nominational Theological Center) can thus be abolished by ‘“‘mutual 
agreement”’ said Dr. Kirkpatrick. 

However, the Conference refused a recommendation by Dr. 


Harold Case, president of Boston University, which urged that 1968 
be set as a target date for abolition of the Central Jurisdiction. 


Dr. Kirkpatrick praised the ‘“‘wonderful spirit’’ of the debate. 


“No one defended segregation,” he said, “and the Southern 
laymen were surprised to see how friendly and how sympathetic 
their Northern brothers were to their problems.

A Star in Orbit 


The missile age officially arrived at Georgia Tech 
the first time Stan Gann put a football into orbit Fri- 
day night in the annual T-tussle. 


Bobby Dodd’s Engineers, who have adhered to infantry tactics 
in recent years, shot the works in the air. Some 16,000 fans shouted 
approval, but scouts from at least seven rival colleges didn't par- 
ticularly enjoy the show. 


Florida Head Coach Ray Graves, 
plotting against instead of for the 
Engineers for the first time in 13 
years, was among the gentlemen re- 
marking that Gann is a man to watch. 


Bo Hagan, Rice backfield coach, 
and Bob Cummings, Kentucky line 
coach, were other former Tech as- 
sistants here on official spying mis- 
sions. And they readily admitted that 
they didn’t recognize the Tech troops 
on offense. 


One spring game, of course, 
doesn’t make a man a star, but it 
may turn out that Tech has never 


had a pitcher like Gann. 


The mighty mite from North- 
side cocked his arm the third 
time the winning Whites had pos-

early juncture no one would be accused of speculation if they 
observed that Georgia Tech’s air attack was vastly improved. 


Before the intermission curtain dropped, Gann had clicked on

The Blues had vaulted into the lead when soph halfback Tom 
Winingder made a miraculous one-handed stab of a Bobby Mac- 
Kenzie pitch for 12 yards and six points. Only 33 seconds remained 
in the first quarter when Hal Beaver tacked on the PAT. 


Gann then started the countdown and launched a touchdown in 
nine plays. He hit halfback Chick Graning, Taz Anderson twice 
and Williamson to account for 54 of the 62-yard distance. The 7-yard 
peg to Williamson cashed the TD, but Don Coker blocked the PAT 
ry.

It seemed like old times on defense with No. 55 intercepting 
passes and racking up ball carriers. Only this time it was sopho- 
more Bobby Caldwell wearing All-American Maxie Baughan’s uni- 
form. Caldwell, son of SEC official Bob, intercepted three Blue 
passes and returned them 54 yards. ' 


Shortly before intermission Caldwell grabbed a MacKenzie 
aerial and romped 34 yards to the Blue 32. Zollie Sircy, another 
member of the flashy sophomore class, wiggled to the 25. Gann 
then took the stand again and uncorked a 25-yarder to Sircy 
for the second White TD. 


Coach Bobby Dodd would say it later,

for the points. 


The scouts weren’t just being complimentary of Gann, for the 
young man hit on 11 of 13 pitches for 205 yards. Over-all the two 
teams hurled 46-passes, undoubtedly a new record for Tech. The 


Whites completed 15 of 20 for 272 yards, the Blues connected on 9 
of 26 for 81 yards. 


After the dielsiains. evening ended, Coach Dodd indicated that 
no one had enjoyed the aerial fireworks any more than him. 


“Gann had a mighty fine night,” he said, ‘‘even better than I 
thought he would, and you know I’ve been a Gann fan since I 
first saw him in the fifth grade at E. Rivers. Bob Tharp, one of our 


alumni, carried mé out to see him one afternoon, and I’ve been a 
Gann fan ever since.” 


Dodd was impressed with the work of the Engineers in general 
and Gann, Anderson, Caldwell and Stallings in particular.

She’s a veteran of politics 
and protocol. But even Pat Nix- 
on would find her life drasti- 

cally changed as first lady. 


Today, in her Normandy-style 
two-story home, the vice presi- 
dent’s wife still retains some- 
thing of the typical housewife’s 
routine. 


She wants it this way. Her 
aim is to bring up her children— 
‘*Tricia,”” 13, and Julie, 1l—as 
normally as possible. 

Assisted by a couple with 
housework, she enjoys doing 
her own cooking. On special 
occasions she'll turn out Nix- 
on’s favorite Mexican dishes, 
including tamale. 


Mrs. Nixons’ training as home- 
maker goes back to her girl- 
hood. From age 13 on, she 
helped run the house for her 
widowed father, William Ryan, 
a California truck farmer, and 
her two brothers. Her father 
died when she was 17. 

Until two years ago, the Nix- 
ons didn’t even have permanent

But her chances to add new 
decorating touches, for the bene- 
fit of future residents, would be 
somewhat limited. 


Gifts of furniture, for exam- 
ple—coming from American or 
foreign well-wishers—have to be 
passed on by a fine arts com- 
mission before they can become 
a permament part of the man- 
sion's furnishings. 

Mrs. Nixon likes to do her 
own shopping at a supermarket. 
If possible, she takes time out 
during out-of-town trips to look 
at fashion stores. 


The occupant of the White 
House, as a rule, gives up this 
womanly pleasure. (Mrs. Eisen- 
hower’s appearance in a store 
invariably attracts crowds.) 


The immaculately groomed 
Mrs. Nixon's schedule ranges 
from state dinners to having 
coffee with the Republican Con- 
gressional Wives Club. She's 
often hostess at -dinners for 
visiting dignitaries. (With her 
main problem being eating 
“too little,”’ she needn't worry 
about the extra calories.) But 
her crowded social calendar 
would become even more 
crammed as first lady. 

Accompanying her husband on 


trips—as Mrs. Eisenhower may 
do during the President's forth- 
coming Russian tour—would be 
nothing new for Mrs. Nixon.
